In his opening for Gerbracht, 
George Mackellar, his counsel, In addi­ 
tion to lay ing whatev er blame there 
was on Spitzer, mentioned the names 
of J. O. Bonner and F. E. Matthies- 
sen, former directors of the trust, and 
both dead. 
He said that instead of 
Gerbracht’s hav ing charge of the re­ 
finery while these men were aliv e he 
was in reality only a sugar boiler, see­ 
ing that the fires were kept under the 
pots, and that 
the man really In 
charge of what was going on in a full 
managerial sense was first Mr. Bonner 
and then Mr. Matthiessen, whose of­ 
fices were at the refinery . 
Mr. Mat­ 
thiessen died in 1 906. After that Ger­ 
bracht had his powers slightly ex tend­ 
ed, but he nev er did cov er Spitzer, so 
Mr. Mackellar said. Mr. Cochrane told 
the jury for Bendernagel that the lat­ 
ter had worked for twenty -fiv e y ears 
as cashier of the company without an 
increase of salary . 
He had nothing to 
do with raw sugar weights, he said, al­ 
though the raw sugar clerks worked 
In his office. 
He had nev er ev en v is­ 
ited the Beadhouses. The communica­ 
tion of certain weights to the Wall 
street offices were matters of mere 
routine, and he had no opportunity for 
checking them. 
Bendernagel testified that he did not 
ev en know what some of the terms 
used In sugar weighing were until he 
had heard them 
used in the trial. 
When It came to the change made in 
the wages of tne men he said that he 
could not recall why the wages of Spit- 
zer’s 
“ rolly -polly ” 
gang 
had 
been 
changed. Changes were made on rec­ 
ommendations of foremen, sometimes 
Spitzer requesting them and some­ 
times Gerbracht.
